GENERAL SUMMARY. 

During the year 1919 the total number of emigrants, as returned by the 
enumerators, who embarked at Irish ports, with the intention of settling per- 
manratly elsewhere w 3,114, of whom 1,228 were males and 1,886 were females. 

t r Tie ^. m ° lu(ie 2,975 (1,137 males and 1,838 females), representing 0.7 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, who were stated to be natives of Ireland The number 
of emigrants (2,975) in 1919 is 1,995 more than that for the preceding year 

During the period from the 1st May, 1851 (when the collection of emigration 
returns commenced) to 31st December, 1919, the number of natives of Ireland who 
emigrated was 4,322,668 (2,245,476 males and 2,077,192 females), equivalent to 82.9 
per cent, of the average population of the country.
